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HE DESIGN of this Popiſh P LOT was to reduce Great Britain and 

i Ireland, with all other his Majefties Dominions under the Tyranny of the 

. Romiſh Religion and Government, | 

2, The Pope,before he makes his Forcible Entrance, to ſeem to do fair,laies Claim 
to the Kingdoms of England and Ireland ; he ſends, the B ſhop of Caſſal, his Legate 
into [reland, to declare his Right to, and © take Poſſeftion for hum of that King- 
dom : Cardinal Howard is appointed Legate to do the like in England Where 
one White, alias Whitebread, the Provincial, in the Popes Name, and by his Autho- 
ricy, gives Commitiions for Captain Generals, and Licutcnant-Generals,Gc, Under 
whom there was an Army ſecretly to be lifted, and ſuddenly to riſe, who upon the 
Noiſe of the King's Death, were again to burn the City, Suburbs, Bridg, ſecure the 
Tower ; and to let in the French, who were to land at Dover; and both joyning to- 
gcther, beginning in London, were to make a general Mz acre on the Proteſtants. 

3. This was farit to have bin done in London's Fire time, 1666, butGod dauuted him 
that was to have been the Leader inthe Riſing : Strange and Grfford were chief Man- 
pagers of both London & Southwark fires; and, as they paid 1000 /, but to four,viz. 
400 {.to Groves, and 200 apiece to the three Iriſh, for tending Southwark fire, and 
£0t 2000 1, clear, as themſelves confeſs: what did they pay to the 40 French,and 60 
or 70 Iriſh,who ſpent 700 Fire-balls on the Fire of London? and,in this Cilamity,to 
illuſtrate cheir Damnable Cruelty ,they got clear 14000 |, as themſelves ſay,by em- 
playing men and women to ſteal from the diſtreſ{ſ'd,and almoſt diſtrated People,what 
they had ſaved out of the Flames ; haying their Warehoules in Summer ſer houſe and 
Wild houſe: Ohthe Infernal Cruelty of the Jeſuires ! 

4+ In order to this Deſign, Whirebread, ina Conſulration with other Jeſuites bere 
in London, at Wild Houſe, condemned his Majeſty,and Decreed it lawlul for pv 
murder him, and,if potfble, toextirpate his Family root and branch, and whea they 
had done cheir worſt,they would lay all upon the Presbyterians, They were ſo impu- 
aent, as to ſay, (Sec Oates's 16 Depoſition) He, meaning his Majeſty had cheated 
thews ſo often, they were reſolved to be ſerv'd ſo no more. 

5. Accordingly, they impower their Agents to Shoot, Stab or Poyſon him, ( he 
being already condemn'd,as you heard) that was the only Perſon that ſtood betwixt 
them and the Extirpation of the Proteſtant Religion and its Governmeart, with a grie- 
vous Maſlacre to boot ; which makes me remember what Mr. Beale (in[relands and 
Groves's Tryals, pag. 37.) declares upoa Oath. * That *rwas refolv'd in all their 
« Conſults, That they would extirpate the Proteſtant Religion to that Degree, that 
* they would not leave any member of a Heretick in £ng/and, that ſhould ſurvive 
* to tell in the Kingdom hereafter, That there was ſuch a Religion in England as the 
« Proteſtant Religion : But His Majeſty muſt be removed before all this: as,(Fig.1.) 

6. Asto the Piot, You ſee there ſeveral Traytors ready to deſtroy his 05 q 
firlt,chere's two Monks, (onjers and Andertos, with 4 [riſb Ruffins, either of theſe, 

as opportunity ſerv'd, were to Stab his Majeſty : 7s. Groves, and Tho, Pickering to 
ſhoot him: Groves was to have for a Reward 15004. and Pickering was to have 
30000 Maſles (aid for his Soul, wbich at 124. a Maſs, comes tothe ſame Summ of 
1500, And Sir Geo.Wakeman takes 5o000!, as part of 15000!, tg poylon theKing, 
And tho' ſome of them are gone to their Place, more are left chat till endeavour it. 

7. The PLOT, many years hatching, and even ready for Execution : England's 
Preſerver alarms Dr. Tonge, and atliſts him to diſcover the P LO T by Greens 
Information, ſent into Parliament, by Sir Trevor Williams, which was read in their 
Grand Committee,in Zune 78. and in fly, Mr.Oates's 43Ioformatiors were ſhew'd 
the Door, which be tranſcrib'd the 114, and deliver'd ro his Majeſty, Awg.1z. On 
Sepx.6, the Doftor, brought Mr. Oates before Juſtice godfrey to make Oath of the 
Truth of his 74 Informations: at which tinge Dr. Tonge made Oath, That the ſaid 
Informations contain'd Matters ofTreaſon,Rebellion,Mutiny andFelony in the high- 
eſt Degree, and therefore they were under the Cognizance of a Juſtice of Peace : and 
thus by Dr.Tonges contrivance the PLOT became upon Record, and therefore not to 
be ſtifleg, as expeed,which was a conſiderable Progreſs to the Diſcovery. Again,on 
Sept.28.1678. Mc.Oates makes Oath of the Truth of theſe Informations, ( Fg. 3.)a 
Copy of which, Heing in all 8x, were recorded inthe Lords Journal, but thoſe 74 
{wcrn on the aforeſaid 6th of Sept. are in the Journal of the Houſe of Commons, 
cr in other hands for their uſe. 

8. Now began the Cauſes of Sir Edimund Barie Godfrey's Murder and the Papiſts 
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created himſelf many and Great Enemies, and thereupon propheſied bis own 
Death, ſaying, Vpon my Conſcience, I believe, I ſhall be the Brit Mareyr: this he ex- 
preſſed divers times in {everal places, yet he perfifted. The Noiſe of the PLOT fo in- 
razed the Great ones concern'd, that in Ceuncil 'twas concluded, That Juſtice Goa- 
frey muſt be pur out of the way, 1.be murder*\};E/ſe, to uſe their own words,therr De- 
fiin woxld be [» far ſpoil'dgthat it mnit be leſt to another Generation to finiſh, 

9. You have them at Council (Fig.z) condem-aing Juſtice Godfre : (And it ſhall 
ſerveto repreſent all their Conſults,as well for Firing London,Southwark,Xc. as the 
Alſlaſinating his Majeſty,Subverſion of the Proteſtant Religion,deſigning Maſlacres, 
and counter ancing Debaucheries. I bave not indeed repreſented theirHabirs(as Pope 
Cardinal, }«ſuit 5c.) no, that was to come afterwards, you have them in diſguiſe, as 
they vere: let the Triple Crown on the Table ſignify the _ Authority ; and Mr, 
Oates attending as a Meſſenger. Sir Edmund being condemn'd,many are impow- 
er'd © murder him, viz. Yernatti, le Faire, Prichard, K ains,,c. but the Murderers: 
wereonly Girald, Kelly, Prance, Green, Berry, and Hills, who were to aave among 
themgeoo /, for their work,'twas to be paid by the Lord Bellafis and Mr.Coleman. 

1% This being a Meritorious work, they briskly undertake it : at the Plough by 
Summerſer Houſe,and Hills's an Ale-houle, theſe had their meetings too,contriving 
how w murder him, yet they dogd him above a week todo it: and on Saturday, 
Ot 12. 78. they got an Opportunity ; He having tarricd at an Houſe by St.Cle- 
ments Church till 8 or 9 a Clock at night, where H:1!s (who then dogd bim, ſpying 
him :oming homewards to Weltwinſter) goes before, bids the reſt, walking in Swm- 
merſ:t houſe yard, be ready ; he ſteps to the Gate again, waiting Juſtice Godfrey's 
going by. Now Berry and Kelly,as*twas contriv'd,ſeem'd to be Fighting: ( Fig. 4.) 
and :o ſoon as Juſtice Godfrey came to Summerſet-houſe gate, Hills fauningly beſee- 
ches him to ſtep down tv part two that were quarrelling, ſ2ying, Your preſence as a 
Juſtice of Peace, will prevent further danger, &c. The Jultice ighred the Intreaty ; 
yet Hills preſſing him, (lictle thinking that place to be bis Slaughter houſe) he went 
down towards them, Hills goes before, the Juſtice follows, and behind bim comes 
Gyrild and Green ; which Green with a long twiſted handkerchief thrown over Ju- 
IticeGodfrey's head, about his neck, pulls him down, (See Fig. 5.) 

18. The quarrel ceaſes, and, ſecuring his ſword, they all fall upon him (fave 
Prax, who ſecures the Water-gate, and Berry looks to the Stairs by the Chappel) 
with violent kicks, and punches on the Breaſt, preventing all noife, they quickly diſ- 
path him : yet, thinking they had not kill'd him enough, Gyrald would bave run bim 
chrugh, but, by perfpalite ocbore look his Blood ſhould make diſcovery : this Gy- 
rall {aid,he was reſoly'd to have had his Life that night, in Hares hors lane, nigh his 
owthouſe,if this Opportunity had not hapned : and Green,fearing leſt he ſhould re- 
viv|, gets upon the Juſtice, punches him, and twiſts his head round : ( Fig. 6.) 

. Next, their Care js how to ſecure him till they can be rid of um : he has 
ſevgal Removes, from Chamber to Chamber ; ( Fig.7.) ſerting him leaning againſt 
a Bdlſted,caſting a Cloak over him, yet ſhewing him,when they pleaſed,to both men 
andwomen; where ſome One did ſpit in his face. Thus baving kept him four dayes, 
ſoax were tor tying weights to his Neck, and throwing” bim in the River, which 


is uxcertain) thought it better to lay him in the fields,that, (as a Judgment on him 
foreing againſt the Catholicks) when found, he _ be yw wo to do it himſelf. 
| 13. Hcreupon Hills procures a Sedang and thoſe that had a hand in his Mur- 
det meet between 11& 12 on Wedneſday Sehc,chey croud him into it : ( Fig, 8) Ber- 
ry leeping the Gate, Gyrald and Prance cajry it to (went Garden; Kelly and Green, 
whd walk'd by, caſed chem, and carry it to Long-acre; then the two former took ir 
agan, and carry it to the Grecian Church : where Hil/s meets them with an Horſe, 
they «aking out the Corps, ſers it before Hills,who held ic up, (Fig.9.)Gyrald, Kelly 
andGreen walking before, one leading the Horſe. Prance (the Convert) return'd 
aggn(leaving the Sedan ina by-place ) let being late out it might be diſcovered, 

\4- They carry him to a Field by Primroſe Hill, formerly called Green-Berry- 
Hil, there they threw his Body in a Ditch; and Gyrald, who was twice before for 
ſtabbing him, now runs the «ſtice's own Sword through hi, leaving his Scabord 
and Gloyes by, to make him ſcem a ſelf Murderer, (F:g.10.)

[IR Edmund butie Godfrey was adorn'd with thoſe Ornaments which truh call him 
Chriſtian, he was juſt,charitable, valiant,conſcientious and zealous ; and(T verily 
believe God had never honored him at this rate if he had not been really ſo)be embr a- 
ced his Religion not for ſhew, but uſe, being conſtant in the afts of Gods Worſhip, he 
loved the Communion of the Church as well out of Judgment as AﬀeRion, But owr 
Loſs conſiſts in the want of him,as to bis Publick (apacity,as a Juſtice of Peace: and 
18 that Office he ſeem'd to be made up with more than key Care, God himſelf ha- 
ving fingled him out the uſeful man in that Place. He was compoſed for it both ty 
Nature and Education, and, 4s an addition to both, Choice, Study and Prattice had 
adapted him thereto : Nothing could make him fitter than he was : It was, in aſence, 
hereditary to him tobe a fuitice of Peace fais Predeceſſors being ſo before him, vix. his 
Grand-father, his Father,and hu elder Brother the two laft were Members of Parlj- 
ament. His Education was ſuch as ſuited to bis Birth, being a Weſtminſter Scholar ; 
thence he went to the Univerſity,and having ſpent ſome time there, he traveled beyond 
Seas ; and, when he retwrn'd, he lived in the [nns of (ourt, but wanting health he re- 
tir'd into the Country for ſome time, but God, deſigning him for this Office, brought 
hum back with a friend, both, for a time, were Parmers : and, by Gods Bleſſing, he ſo 
improv'd bus Talent,that he got wherewith to live like himſelf : and finding* other Buſs-

He had caſt np the 
Price of Chriſtianity, i. doing his Duty, he knew thereby Bad men would be v4 ſpleaſed, 
Scoff's  Cenſures muſt be his portion, Dangers mu#t be ventur d; He knew, 'twas 


wawppos'd: but Gyrald and Kelly(whether prompt to it,or of cheir own ſuggeſtions, | 


worth his while to ſuffer for Gods Glory, i. the Proteſt ant Religion, and Publick Good, 
A mean or ordinary ipirit may undertake good things that are ſafe,but "tis a Heav'n 
born Soul that dar's do well, and ſuffer for it , whemgcan our Age produce one that 
dar'd do it but himſelf? When the Plague rag'd among ws, [ weeping away Thonſands, 
who,like him, ftay'd,and expos'd himſelf on br Accomnts ? The infetted Air ſtartled 
not his cor agions Spirit ; no, tho (beſides jts own Putrefattion )'twas fill 'd with the 
' ſteames of the Breaths of Thouſands dying of the Plague : Oh, the aſtoniſhing Objes 

that hourly fill'd our ſtreets, terrible to Tj and blood| he wenturedin the midſt of 
them ; yea, with his own hands fed many Poor, not only with food but Phyſick: And 
to the Aſtoniſhment of the Beholders, when others left their Daty, he himſclf went in 
and fetch't a'Malefattor ont of the Peſthouſe, who had run in there to ſave himſelf ; 
here was Courage and Zeal for the Publichwith a witneſs. HisWatchings, Toils and 
Dangers were very conſiderable, yet by uſe made inſenſtbleand natrral to him, where 
he could either do ſervice for God,the King or Country: and therefore his Murder u 
the more deplorable becauſe few ſuch are left behind : Yet had it bin a natural Death, 
we muſt, it had been our Duty,in obedience to God's Will, to have laid onr hands on 
our months ; But thus to be ſnatch'd away, makes our Loſs the greater and more inſup= 
portable : And, as to us Proteſtants,jt may truly be ſaid, and that without Extrava- 


gandy in Expreſſion, that his Death has bin our Preſervation,his Pain our Eaſe, kis 
Loſs our Gain, and his Ill our Good, &c. But let the Enemy, the Papiſts, his Mr 
derers know, That as it has not been their Gaiv,it will prove part of the Ruin of their 
(anſe, and of every individual Perſon that either contriv'd, conſented to, approved 


af, rejoyc'd at, or had a hand in his Murder if ſpeedy Repentance prevent not.
